DECIDED UPON 
WAGE DEMANDS 


Final Action Is Open Until 
Next Thursday 


May Reach an Agreement 
With the Managers 


New Scale Recently Adopted 
May Be Reduced 


New York, July 2.—The new wage 
scale recently decided upon by the 
Musicians’ Local, No. 310, of Greater 
New York, to become effective Sep- 
tember 1, has not been officially 
adopted, according to a statement 
made to The Billboard by E. Edward 
Porter, president of the local, nor will 
any final action be taken until the con- 
clusion of the annual meeting now 
being held, which comes to an end on 
Thursday next, July 5. 

During the past week there have 
been several changes in the original 
wage demand, the only theaters for 
which any change has not been made 
being the vaudeville playhouses. As 
the new scale now stands the union 
musicians want wages as follows: 

All vaudeville theaters, $40 per week. 

Theaters housing musical comedy, 
$25 per week salary, with a guarantee 
there will be no cut in the orchestra 
for a period of less than four weeks. 

Dramatic houses, $28 per week for 
engagements lasting more than four 
weeks; $35 salary for less than four 
weeks. 

Combination houses (playing road 
attractions), $35 regular wage; $45 
per week for less than four weeks’ 
engagement. 

Pending final action by the local the 
musicians have not as yet made their 
demands upon the New York theatrical 

nagers. The only theatrical firms so 
‘ar taking the initiative have been the 
seith and Proctor managements, who 
nave formally notified all of their or- 
‘hestra musicians that their services 
will not be required after September 1. 
Until the musicians’ demands have 
been made upon them it is not likely 
the other theater men of the city will 
‘ike any definite action. 

In an effort to ascertain just what 
effect, if any, a lockout of union mu- 

ictans in the New York theaters would 
have The Billboard endeavored to ob- 
‘ain an expression from President J. N. 
Veber of the American Federation of 
Musicians, but the only information 
‘btainable was that the wage scale 
“as purely a matter of local autonomy 
gi that the Federation would take

DEAN OF CRITICS 
PASSES AWAY AT 
NEW YORK HOME 


Eminent Writer, Poet and 
Shakespearean Authority 


Ends Brilliant Career at the 
Age of 80 Years 


Wrote Reviews of Plays for 
’ Half a Century 


New York, July 2.—William Win- 
ter, dean of American dramatic critics. 
author, poet and authority on Shake- 
speare, died Saturday night at his 
home in New Brighton, Staten Island, 
following an illness dating back to 
February of last year, but which did 
not force him to his bed until June 4 
last. Mr. Winter would have been 81! 
years old on July 15. Death was due 
to angina pectoris. A widow and sev- 
eral sons survive. 

In the field of dramatic criticism 
William Winter held an unique and 
enviable position. His work, during 
more than half a century of activity 
brought the most brilliant period tv 
American literature. But it was as a4 
critic of the current drama and 4 
sturdy champion of the older ideals 
of the theater and acting that his

hibiting a model of the exposition 
buildings and grounds. 

Probably many readers of The Bill- 
board do not realize what this really 
means. Suffice it to say, however, that 
money could not secure such a space 
for advertising purposes, and that the 
model is placed where it is viewed 
daily by more people than live in many 
cities of the first class. 

This in itself should be a sufficient 
endorsement of the attractiveness of 
the model which H. F. McGarvie or- 
dered made as an aid to the some- 
times not too vivid imaginations of 
prospective concessionaires and exhib- 
itors. The model, which is ten by 
twelve feet in dimensions, cost more 
than $3,000. It is made to exact scale 
by the Architectural Modeling Com- 
pany of 16 W. Forty-fifth street from 
plans furnished by Kenneth M. Mur- 
chison, the supervising architect of 
the enterprise.

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FITZPATRICK FLAYS UNIONS 


AT WHITE RATS’ MEETING 


Incensed at Lack of Support in Strike Against 


Vaudeville, He Calls Musicians, Stage 
Hands and Operators Worse 
Than “Scabs” 


New York, June 30.—The “last” an- 
nual meeting of the onetime powerful 
vaudeville organization, the White 
Rats Actors’ Union of America, held 
on Thursday, and originally intended 
for the purpose of providing light and 
information for the members of the 
erstwhile order, developed into one of 
the customary mutual admiration ses- 
sions for which the Rat executives 
were noted in the hey-dey of their 
reign, interspersed with attacks on or- 
ganized labor, especially directed 
“gainst the musicians, stage hands and 
inion operators. So far as develop- 
nents or explanations were concerned 
the few members who attended the 
meeting received little. 


An auditor's report was read show- 
ing receipts and disbursements for the 
past two years, which was promptly 
accepted, and there was lengthy 
speechmaking by all of the officers of 
the order, including the organization’s 
attorney. 


President James William FitzPat- 
rick was especially bitter in his de- 
nunciation of organized labor, attack- 
ing not only the various local unions 
which had failed to support the White 
Rats in their strike fiasco against or- 
ganized vaudeville, but also the heads 
of the American Federation of Labor. 
He characterized the musicians, stage 
hands and operators as worse than 
scabs. 


Harry Moutford, international ex- 
ecutive and secretary-treasurer, re- 
ported that during the last two years 
the receipts from dues amounted to 
approximately $36,000, with an addi- 
tional $12,000 derived from assess- 
ments, or total receipts of about $48,- 
000. The “strike” against vaudeville, 
he reported, had cost the Rats $23,000 
to conduct. Mr. Mountford made the 
assertion that he not only had received 
no salary since going back into the 
White Rat organization, but that he 
had paid various bills out of his own

Preliminary Arrangements for Organization Out- 


lined — Reginald De 


National Committee, Which Will Es- 
tablish Offices in New York 


Koven Chairman of 


New York, July 2.—A movement to produce 
opera that will be thoroly American had its in- 
ception here today when preliminary arrange- 
ments for the organization, comprising Amer- 
ican composers, dramatists, leaders of national 
civie and musical organizations and other prom- 
inent persons, were outlined. Reginald De 
Koven is chairman of the Nationa] Committee on 
organization, which will open offices in New 
York City. Others on the committee include 
Percy Mackaye, Douglas Malloch, Lee Shu- 
bert, John Philip Sousa and a dozen other 
prominent lights in the musical and social world. 

The policy of the organization is to produce 
thruout the country operatic works by American 
composers and dramatists only, acted and sung 
oy an all-American company, with an all-Amer- 
ican orchestra, chorus and ballet. 

“It is evident,’’ said Mr. de Koven, “that 
American music never will be definitely de- 
reloped by the employment of the foreign artist 
ind the performance of foreign works. Italy, 
with less than a third of the population of the 
United States, possesses 63 producing opera 
houses. The music of Germany and France has 
been made familiar to the world by its indorse- 
ment at home. Russian opera, similarly en- 
‘ouraged, now is being sung internationally in 
increasing measure year by year. 


“Of all the great music-loving and music- 
tupporting nations of the earth, America alone, 
mtil now, has made no material effort for the 
*ncouragement of her native and natural musical 
renius, 

“We have spent millions to hear foreign sing- 
trs and declined to hear our own. 

“The different interests which have been work- 
ng separately to correct this condition now have 
seen brought together in one organization. They 
ire all inspired by the same ideals, the one es- 
tential hitherto lacking being co-ordination in 
me definite practical plan. 

“This union of forces constitutes the most 
forward step in the development of American na- 
live music in the history of the country. The

RETURNS FROM EUROPE 


Benjamin Scovell, § Soldiers? Entertainer, 
Here on Furlough 


Chicago, June 29.—Benjamin Scovell, who has 
devoted the last six months of his life to war 
work which the Government deems as important 
as Red Cross activities, is jn Chicago, a trifle 
more serious in mien than the carefree enter- 
tainer whose sudden whim took him to the 
thickets of the European fray, but, in the eyes 
of his friends, a greater entertainer than the 
nephew of Sir Henry Irving (which was one of 
his claims to fame before he took up his most 
important life work). 

Just before last New Year’s Scovell was seized 
with a resolution somewhat different from the 
usual variety. He determined to go to Europe, 
to use his histrionic ability for the entertain- 
ment of the soldiers. His friends tried to dis- 
suade him, but he was obdurate. One of the 
transports that carried the Canadians to the 
French battle line carried an inconspicuous pas- 
senger who wasn’t exactly a soldier, The men 
didn’t know just what he was. But they were 
soon to learn. 

Wherever the wounded were congregated Sco- 
vell entertained them with humorous selections 
that made them forget their pain. He has 
seen the roughest spots in France and Belgium 
and has entertained hundreds of soldiers—up 
to thousands—at the military base back of the 
lines. But he has done more. For he took 
pleasure in reading to one lone soldier, blinded 
and crippled, as much pleasure as he found 
in entertaining many. 

The sights which came before his eyes have 
sickened the man, but not his soul. That's why 
he’s taking a rest—and why he’s determined 
to go back and continue his work, for which 
three Governments have given him thankful 
recognition. 

Scovell believes the war will last at least 
three more years.

UNCLE SAM IN SHOW BUSINESS 
Preparing for Amusements at Canton- 
ments 


Washington June %30.—Uncle Sam—impre- 
sario, producer, stage director, critic anc auii 
ence. A bit of vaudeville behind the lines. 
one-week stands of sentimental plays, like "Way 
Down East; a comedy or so, a wrestling mate) 
and a boxing bout, monolog and the movies. 

The United States Government is going int« 
the show business, and the above is by way ov! 
a general program announcement. At sixtery 
cantonments, at each of which will be from 
3,000 to 40,000 young men in training for the 
war in Europe, amusements are to be provided 
for the recruits of the National Army. 

Officials of the War Department are negotl- 
ating with some of the country’s greatest theat- 
rical producers tor the establishment of theaters 
behind the lines of the military camps next 
fall and winter. The tentative plans call for 
regular theatrical companies that will play 
all the cantonments. It will require a week 
for a company to present a play at any one 
cantonment, because it is manifestly impossible 
for 40,000 men to see one performance, 

It is not the purpose of the War Department 
to send out “barnstorming companies.” Biz 
theatrical producers are to be engaged to sup- 
ply real talent and to put on real shows. 

On a somewhat smaller scale, because the 
number of men in training is less, the Navy 
Department will provide entertainment for the 
recruits at the naval training stations. 

The men at the cantonments are alse to be 
provided with other forms vf amusement and 
recreation. It is understood that plans are 
afoot for enlisting Benny Leonard, Johnny Kil- 
bane, Kid Williams, Gunboat Smith and cther 
boxers to teach the men boxing and occasion 
ally stage a bout behind the ‘ines, 

It is believed the boys in camp will not be 
bothered by problem plays. ‘here are problems 
enough ahead ‘‘over there.” 

Seriously speaking, the War T[epartm- nt 
properly realizes that recreation must be pro- 
vided while recruits are being made into sel 
diers. There will be gloomy and rainy days 
when homesickness will get the upper hand 
and lower the spirit of the camp. 

The same situation will prevail in the naval 
training stations. Secretary Daniels already 
has asked Congress for $250,000 appropriation 
for “‘the recreation, amusement and content- 
ment of the men at naval training stations."’

TELLS HISTORIC TALE 


Old Friends Met in Leap From 
Past to Present--Some Dead 
and Gone—Title Page 
Development 


lnobtrusively occupying an inconspicuous place 

a deserted music cabinet a long-forgotten 
bundle of music came to light the other day. We 
handled it with the tenderness that should be 
shown a onee-valued companion, and it told us 
a chronological story that forms a partial history 
of the music publishing business in America. 
Most of the numbers were popular but a few 
years ago, yet so fast is the march of time ‘in 
this business that those bearing earlier copy- 
right dates seem to bear mute testimony to a 
forgotten era.

We waded quickly thru the semiclassical num- 
bers published between 1870 and 1900—many of 
whieh are still used as teaching vehicles—spend- 
ing but a brief time with old friends lke Sweet 
Bye and Bye, Hearts and Flowers, Kol Nidre, He 
Was a Prince, Over the Hills to Sunlight Town, 
Poosey’s Edition of Violets, After the Ball, etc., 
ete, 

Then we came upon Peaceful Henry ( Whitney- 
Warner, 19011, and found the title page of this 
at one time popular so-called ‘‘drag’’ extremely 
moflern™in appearance, as contrasted with Ellis 
Music Co.’s Laughing Lucas of the same period. 
0 Dry Those Tears, a Boosey output, bore a 
plain white and black title page, very similar 
to those issued by the same firm today. In 1898 
Feist was working on Anona, while Whitney- 
Warner had Loretta. Anona, bearing the like- 
ness of a beautiful Indian girl, has a title page 
of which the firm may still be proud. This selec- 
tion, by Mabel McKinley, met with great success 
in that period of instrumentals along the Indian 
order.

We have no doubt of the writer’s sincerity, but this number must be 
classified as another ‘“‘Kaiser-killer” song. The meter is correct, the sentiment 
may correspond to what brought us into the war, but the keynote of the theme 
is precisely what the average American music publisher doesn’t care to print 
up right now. The war has passed the “reason” stage—give us a song that 
will show the spirit in which we should fight it (dignified, not ironical) or some 
sensible formula for ending it if you want to write the song that will endure.

No theory of music publishing ‘hes heen more often disproved than the 
idea that, because a given number has been heartily received, the music loving 
public will gladly hail an imitation. Poor Butterfly went over for many 
peculiar reasons, the least of which was related to its Japanese ballad theme.

MUST SHOW CALIBER 


The recent changes that have taken place in the song world call for a 
rigid policy of modernization.

Music publishing now consists in something more than 
bragging about your output. The ‘know-it-all’ who sits in his private office 
chuckling over his own cleverness (and disparaging his competitors) doesn’t 
get very far. The man who tunes his business to a clock that runs ten or 
fifteen years behind the times—producing what was in favor then, adhering to 
methods that “went” at that time—has a sad fate awaiting him.

New York, July 2.—In order that the work 
of the Stage Women’s War Relief may suffer 
as little from the vacation season as possible 
arrangements have teen made for distributing 
among the vacationists bundles of sewing, which 
can be returned, completed, after the holiday 
weeks or mailed parcel post to the S. W. W. BR. 
headquarters, 366 Fifth avenue. 

While the enthusiasm of the organization has 
never waned, and the ultimate work which is 
being completed and made ready for actual ship- 
ping has been going along at an exceptional 
rate, the daily attendance in the work room 
has fallen off, due to the summer plans of most 
of the women whose etage work during the 
season has made them anxious to leave New 
York for new scenes. Members of the profes- 
sion who are still in town are urged particularly, 
therefore, to give as much of their time now as 
possible. The war relief must go along without 
interruption, and the women in charge are 
setting the highest examples of industry in 
spending the major portion of the day, from 9 
till 4, fashioning the garments and Red Cross 
hospital provisions which are being sent rap- 
idly to the Allies, 

The most attractive work which can be taken 
out by vacation and week-end parties is sewing 
for the baby layettes, which is included in a 
new department added in one corner of the 
work room a short time ago. It is in charge 
of Mrs. Zephie Tilbury Woodthorpe, who has 
foregone a trip to California and is giving her 
time exclusively to directing the newly insti- 
tuted work. 

Word from France that the hundreds of babfes 
being born constantly were wholly unprepared 
for in the way of clothing became so persistent 
that no war charity could disregard it. The 
stage women took it up, and already three boxes 
have been shipped, tightly packed with dozens 
of layettes and maternity clothes for the 
women. Each garment is made in the work 
room with the exception of the babies’ dresses, 
which are bought, as an economy. A pair of 
everything is sent in the bundle, wrapped in 
an enormous bath towel, so that the child may 
have a change. Even talcum powder is not 
omitted. 

Samples of what the French women need 
have been sent over and are adhered to strictly. 
The simple sack garment, which is being made 
as a waist for the women, has short, set-in 
sleeves of a couple inches in length, instead 
of kimono sleeves, for the reason that they 
never wore any other kind and refuse to begin 
now. As an example of the economy now in 
practice baby coats are made from the tops of 
stockings. 

Mrs. Woodthorpe and her assistant, Miss Elsie 
Randolph, are =tilizing every scrap of material, 
and are welcoming contributions from those 
who are particularly interested in baby welfare. 
Four bright-colored baby sweaters were recently 
made and donated by Mrs. John Findlay. 

Miss Zadie Appleton, who is one of Miss 
Minnie Dupree’s enthusiaetic assistants in the 
hospital equipment department, points out the 
need for colors in as many of the things as 
possible. Pillows, to be used as rests for 
broken limbs, are being made out of bright col- 
ors, since a letter arrived quoting one soldier

The stranger in New York, glancing over tbe 
advertising columns of the Sunday papers in 
an endeavor to pick out one or two plays that 
will help to pass the time of his sojourn 
pleasantly, will no doubt throw away the sheet 
in perplexity after perusing the “box” thit cor 
tains the advertising of th grow und r the 
common heading of “America For most -he.- 
ters and Hits,” and ask th hotel manicurist 
if there are really .ny good -hows in tow), for 
urely they can’t #’ be be Le ¢ and stil? run 
bett than from fair aveiag thruoi’ In 
the group of advertisements t had scanned he 
has noted ‘“‘the biggest fun-hit in New York, ’ 
“the bes. musical play in tov..,’’ “the smart- 
est musiesl comedy town,” “the season's 
musical knockou.,* “the greatest «i ‘1 farces,”’ 
aod “the greatest laugbing * cess,’ while 
alongside of the simpl- advertisements of two 
of the great hits o. the year, neither of which 
feels the need of self-inflicted flattery, appears 
the brazen statement that “‘Lov> «’ Mike has 
had the longest run of the season.”’ No doubt 
the person preparing this ad was careful to 
make a mental reservation, limiting his field 
to musical pieces solely, but no intimation cf 
his secret thought finds its way into print. 

It was only a few weeks ago that The 
Billboard devoted a considerable allotment of 
space to the advisability of purging theatrical 
advertisement of misleading statements and ex- 
travagant claims. The question was taken up 
not in its moral aspect, but purely in the tn- 
terest of <.e betterment of business conditions. 
In the course of the article it was stated that 
the New York press agents sinned less grievous. 
ly than the touring brotherhood in the manner 
of their exploliet*e eo thei. wares, but here, 
within the on™ “Ss . group « superlaudatory 
phrases, placed © sch juxtaposition as t 
make every advertisement on the page ri- 
diculous, 

In marked contras to the effusions in this 
“box” the advertising the rival group con- 
¢ains not a single catch phrase or extravagantly 
dese ptive line save one uoted from the re- 
view of a promincat critic. Which also serves 
to bring out the more prominently a line in 
the first ‘“‘box,’’ In which the statement that 
a new play was better than a great popular 
success of a preceding season was inclosed In 
quotation marks, as tho it were culled from 
someone’s critical comment. ‘Were the source 
of the quotation to be added the press agent's 
name would probably appear at its close, for 
the play's producer would hardly care to sponsor 
the statement. 

Theatrical press agents who are properly i.n- 
pressed with their own ability often get to- 
gether to marvel at the salaries paid to com- 
mercial press agents, who “do nothing but 
write advertisements” for big business insti- 
tutions, Preparing copy for daily and Sunday 
advertising is merely a matter of disagreeable 
routine to most theatrical press agents. In it 
his vocabulary seems to shrink to a few su- 
perlatives—‘‘greatest,”” “‘biggost’? and ‘“‘best’’ 
tho occasionally “mammoth” and “‘stupend- 
ous’ find a place. The pretentiou nature of 
the word ‘“‘pretentious’’ frequently Inres him 
to its use, not alw ys incorre tlr. At least one 
press agent ic addicted to the use of the i.u- 
Jective, “‘trite,"’ convinced bay synony- 
mous to terse or epigrammatic. ne has only 
to study a page of theatrical advertising care- 
fully to become convinced that the commeri:! 
press agents who prepare copy for some of our 
national advertisers deserve the high salaries 
they are reputed to receive, 

The use of comic figures in outline, of little 
manikins in no wise descriptive of the matter 
advertised, lends a touch of variety to the 
page, but scarcely that of dignity. Until the 
managers can persuade one or two of the com- 
mercial advertisine mon to desert the cause 
of the automobile, the sil; coc: or the biscuit 
for that of the theates i. -vowl ‘e better for 
them, by common agreom nt, iv look upen the 
theatrical advertisiig columr, as a directory 
of the theaters, anc to publich therein nothing 
but the name of his the.ter, attraction, star 
or stars and playwright, th time of the per- 


fo-mances nd the dates of th matinees and 
Possibly the ength of th engagemer. ‘o date. 
For the authors of Sunday e¢s that mak the 


whole page ridiculous throw a not only the 
money of their employer, but that of every 
other manager in town, 


In connection with theatrical newspaper ad- 
vertising it has been suggeste’ that in this 
critical period a definite agreeme be r ached 
among managers by which the ads of all thea- 
ters should be placed in one group, alpha- 
betically arranged, each theater to have its 
regular turn at the head of the column, in nd- 
dition to a double-space allowance, in which 
the verdict of the critics may be summarized 


on the day following an opening. Managers 
desiring to ‘‘splurge’’ may do so if fn addition 
to their regular allotment in the main group 
they take other space at the foot or to one 
side ef th» main body of straightforward, sim- 


ple announ.°*ments, Some such arrangement 
ill oun. to have many advantages, but 
as ‘ong factional strife reduces co-opera- 


ti, agreements to the status of the scrap of 
paper it is unlikely that it will be carried 
out. 


Producers will soon have an angle on the 
mood - ith which ti: war play will be received 
by Am an anudi.nces, for Charles Dilling- 
ham has already p! ced we in rehearsal, Its 
fate will not determin tbh»: question definitely, 
for ev tho it * evoke enthusiasm at its 
first showing the problem of the reaction to 
follow th first serious American casualty list 
will still confront us. Plays with a sane, patri. 
otic arr 1, stories of heroism and glory, will 
all sers «a great national purpose at this hour, 
and their production should be encouraged. 
But the danger therein, real or imaginary, is so 
keenly felt that it would seem that our early 
season productions are to consist, for the most 
part, of the usual froth and foam. 

Great is the premium on novel twist and turn, 
and woe to the oldfashio.ed playwright who 
sticks to rules and regulations and prepares 
logically for each turn of events. If his play 
is fortunate enough to be placed in rehearsal 
his producer and stage director will see to it 
that his carefully planned ‘‘plants’’ are all 


remote corner of the earth—that did not sind 
the profession in the front rank of those 
hastening with funds for the relief of victims? 

Is it that the theaters have already felt a 
financial effect of the generous giving and lend- 
ing by the people? Is it that, with sevente:. 
attractions running thru the last week in J ac, 
no one of them could stand the diversion of 
a part of its receipts to another channel? 
Or is it that the coming tax <» gross re- 
ceipts necessitates a conservation of resources, 
possibly justified by the thought that the lav 
will exact more than the theater’s ‘‘bit’” in 
these times of emergency? Whatever the reason 
may have been, the theater’s failure to cv- 
operate in the great fundraising campaiza 
weakens the possible uxe of a weapon lo Se- 
cure a modification of the adp .sxion tax, should 
it preve ruinous. For the statement that th 
theater has hitherto used no small part of Its 
receipts, that part derived thru the numerous 
benefits, for charitable and patriotic purposes 
has not hitherta been open to «question. 

In justice to the players it must be added 
that many of them gave their services in 
benefits given for the cause in various summer 
resorts. Others devoted their time and energy 
to the work of soliciting and collecting sub- 
scriptions—always an unpleasant task. It was 
the manager, on whom the initiative should 
have fallen, who neglected to seize the oppor- 
tunity to have been of service to the nation.

by the 2» .thor’s earing in its defiance. 

The :hing vas done a dozen times or more— 
and now the rule seems to be, ‘“‘feol your 
audience as often as possible.’ Lead bim to 
expect one thing, then, with fiendish cunning, 
substitute another, and watch him gasp. 

Suspense and surprise have always been 
valued in the theater. But at one time solid 
foundation avd logical development were con- 
sidered essential to durable structure. Tech- 
nique, of course, is a pliable thing, being built 
out of research and experiment, and is amended 
and recreated with every successful attempt 
to attain definite results by novel means. Due 
allowance, however, must be made for passing 
fancies, and, whereas we might expect to have 
t» submit several chapters for revision as the 
result of varied experimentation thru dozens 
of plays f last season and next, we may 
still live to : e the day when the tired bust- 
ness wn exhansted by the attempts to keep 
him awak .y constantly slapping him in the 
face, may demand that bis intelligence be once 


more consulted.

FREDERICK LYLE 
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THE CHAUTAUQUA 


First a Place, Then an Institution--A Glimpse 
at the Birthplace of a Movement 


In 1873 Rev. John H. Vincent, then a Metho- 


dist pastor in Ohio, set out a ciny little cutting! 


which took root and by its wonderful growth 
has actually made famous the very name of 
the lake whose quiet waters moistened its roots 
and gave physical life and vitality to its or- 
ganism. 

Chautauqua Lake started as a point on the 
map South of Buffalo, N. Y., and northeast of 
Erie, Pa. Elbert Hubbard had an idea that it 
was near East Aurora, but year by year it grew 
and prospered until today Chautauqua, N. Y., 
is a great intellectual, ethical and physical re- 
sort where last year one hundred thousand peo- 
ple found rest, recreation and inspiration. To 
describe the great institution now Known as 
Chautauqua would mean to prepare the manu- 
script for a book. This year the summer season 
opened June 28 and will close Sunday, August 
26. 


The Chautauqua Platform, famous for two 
generations as the most influential public forum 
in America, offers once more, at a time of 
momentous world developments, discussion by 
authoritative leaders of public opinion. 

Chautauqua Lake has long been noted as an 
intellectual clearing house. Among those who 
will appear on the 1917 program are President 
George E. Vincent of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion, Hon. Franklin D. Roosevelt, assistant 
secretary of the navy; Miss Ida M. Tarbell, 
associate editor The American Magazine; Dr. 
Ira Landrith, secretary United Society of Chris- 
tian Endeavor, and Prohibition candidate for 
Vice-President in 1916; Rear Admiral Robert E. 
Peary, U. 8S. N.; Thomas Adams, Town Planning 
Adviser, Canadian Commission of Conservation; 
Dr. Herbert Adams Gibbons of Paris, war cor- 
respondent and author New Map of Europe, 
New Map of Africa, ete.; Dr. D. F. Garland, 
director Department of Public Welfare, Day- 
ton, 0.; Rear Admiral Bradley A. Fiske, U. S. 
N.; President E. B. Bryan of Colgate Univer- 
sity, director Chautauqua Summer Schools; 
Henry Turner Bailey, editor School Arts Mag- 
azine and Something To Do; Mrs. Percy V. Pen- 
nybacker, ex-president General Federation of 
Women’s Clubs and president Chautauqua 
Woman’s Club; Daniel A. Reed, managing di- 
rector Board of Commerce, Flint, Mich.; Prof. 
S. C. Schmucker of West Chester Normal School; 
Sanford Griffith of Paris, war correspondent; 
Prof. Mitchell Carroll of George Washington

Hon. Arthur Woods, Police Commissioner of New 
York City; J. W. Erwin of San Francisco, trav- 
eler and lecturer; Earl Barnes of Philadelphia, 
author and lecturer; Mrs. Clara Z. Moore of 
New York City; George A. Bellamy of Cleve- 
land. 


Chautauqua has become one of the chief sum- 
mer music centers of America. The Music 
School, with twelve instructors, has a high rep- 
utation among professional schools. The re- 
sources for public programs are a large vol- 
unteer chorus, an orchestra, two quartets of 
vocal soloists—one for July and one for August 
—the heads of the various music departments of 
the summer schools and the Massey Memorial 
Organ. Concerts are regularly scheduled on 
Monday and Friday evenings and Wednesday 
afternoons, organ recitals on Tuesday and 
Thursday afternoons and band concerts twice a 
week at the twilight hour. The Great Sunday 
religious services are rendered more impressive 
by their beautiful music. During music week, 
July 23-28, the Russian Symphony Orchestra of 
fifty men, Modest Altschuler, conductor, sup- 
ported by all these resources, gives a series of 
twelve concerts, 


The Chautauqua Summer Schools, the oldest 
in the country, offer 200 courses in fourteen de- 
partments by 100 instructors to over 3,000 stu- 
dents. In the department of literature and 
language alone fifty courses are offered by mem- 
bers of the faculties of leading colleges and uni- 
versities, 

Chautauqua is actually a RELIGIOUS FORCE. 
Owing its existence to a religious impulse, chau- 
tauqua makes religion one of the fundamentals 
of its scheme of life, 

Chautauqua is now a permanent town as well 
as a summer resort, A $50,000 high school has 
just been completed for the use of the children 
in school during the winter and the grownups 
out of school during the summer. A new sta- 
tion by the traction company has just been 
erected at a cost of $40,000, with a new pier 
and boat landing just completed at a cost of 
$15,000. Street and road improvement costing 
the State and county $17,000 show at a glance 
that this resort is on the advance, The chau- 
tauqua institute has spent $40,000 for improve- 
ment during the past year. 

Packard Manor, the first country estate of 
striking pretensions on Chautauqua Lake, ad- 
joining the institution grounds on the north, is 
now completed, with its groves and gardens and 


its other accessories of building and landscape, 
at a total cost of some $200,000. 


The charms of the chautauqua region, the 
unique community life, with its emphasis upon 
outdoor pursuits; the authority and attractive- 
ness of the chautauqua assembly platform, and 
the standing of the chautauqua summer schools 
with their 3,000 enrollments every summer are 
after all only feeders for the real institution. 

Speaking of feeders—there are seventy-five 
hotels and boarding and rooming cottages scat- 
tered over these delightful grounds where one 
can get accommodations ranging from a ‘“‘flop 
on a cot’ to adequate, satisfying accommoda- 
tions at the Hotel Athenaeum where there are 
200 rooms—40 with private bath—where the 
rates are from $17 to $35 per week and then 
some. 


Chautauqua, as the devotees of this institu- 
tion know it, is both a cult and a system of 
education, It’s an out-of-door college in the 
summer time and an out-of-school course of 
study in the winter. It has a regular graded 
curriculum which covers four years of reading 
and study, with appropriate graduation exer- 
cises, diplomas, recognitions and college credits 
galore. 

This phase of the work is set forth as follows 
covering the 1917-'18 course: 

To understand life as it lies all about us is 
the highest intellectual alm that we can have, 
but this life can not be understood at all if it 
be regarded as tho it had just sprung from the 
dust of the ground thru no long sequence of 
events, He who knows only one country or one 
age does not know any. ‘‘History repeats it- 
self.””. To be uninformed of all that preceded 
1776 or 1492 would be to live in a narrow and 
darkened world. 


Human intelligence is above that of the brute 
creation because in man instinct is reinforced 
and supplemented by learning. The experience 
of each generation is handed on to the next. 
Thru legend and tradition and thru the agency 
of good books we are made heirs of all the ages, 
We are farthest removed from the brute when 
we enter most largely into this inheritance of 
the thought and the achievements of other men, 
other lands and other times. 


It is because we are ignorant of the philoso- 
phy and the politics of bygone ages and of 
lands over seas that old, exploded theories can 
be foisted on us under new names, or poor imi- 
tations of old and well proved devices find ac- 
ceptance as tho they were genuine. Some re- 
ligious or social or pseudo-scientific pretender 
is always leading off flocks of the unwary who 
would be saved by only a little knowledge of 
the history of thought and of institutions. As 
Lowell said, nations, like individuals, ‘‘who have 
no past are pretty sure of having no future.”’ 

The great war has awakened a profound and 
intense desire to understand the long hidden 
causes and immemorial principles that Ne back 
of such a catastrophe. It has brought also to 
multitudes of people a need for frequent refuge 
in larger and more tranquil realms of thought. 
That wisdom and ideals do not utterly die in 
the storm is one of the comforting reassurances

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of such study. Never was the “long look’’ more 
important than now. 

In the course for the ensuing year there wil! 
be a study of The Greatest Books in the World. 
What is really most vital and best worth pre- 
serving in any generation is likely to get re 
corded in books. Those literary records that 
survive longest are on the whole likely to de- 
serve their immortality. ‘‘A thing is his at last 
who says it best.’’ So the greatest books of 
the world are simply the best records ever made 
of the most profound and the highest and most 
interesting of all human experiences. Mrs. 
Laura Spencer Porter Pope has dealt in a highly 
satisfying way with seven masterpieces. 

There will be a book in which the problems 
of our civilization are illuminated by a survey 
of Greek institutions and Greek culture, written 
by a scholar who is steeped not only in ancient

Two Bar 70 Bill Hawks—One of our readers 
wants to see the words of Little Joe, the 
Wrangler, appear in these columns. Can you 
oblige? 

“Replying to questions asked of me in a 
few of your last issues, am glad to throw any 
light on the subject of contest rules and regu- 
lations that I am able to. There has been a 
great deal of talk regarding the forming of a 
contest circuit and making rules and regula- 
tions to govern them all. Now such a circuit, 
in my opinion, would be a fine thing for 
the management as well as the contestants. 
It would give the boys an opportunity to make 
more contests and the management to have 
more good performers for the same money that 
they have to pay now for just a few, and not 
always the best at that. would advise that 
the heads of the different large contests get 
together and arrange ‘the matter of dates, rules 
and prizes. A fixed set of rules is a very im- 
portant thing. There is always more or less 
misunderstanding and loop holes for the con- 
testants to raise dissatisfaction, and occasion- 
ally the managements are inclined to do a bit 
of squirming. There should always be an 
ample amount of money deposited in some local 
bank to guarantee all prizes and contracts being 
paid when such contests are promoted by people 
making a business of promoting big things in 
various towns. I myself am in tne promoting

The accompanying picture is that of Tex Austin, 
who is fast forging to the front as one of Amer- 
ica’s greatest promoters of frontier contests. Mr. 
Austin has spent many years in the Wild West 
contest and show business, and his keen foresight, 
his ability to grasp situations as they arise, his. 
fair methods, have made it possible for him to 
command a great following among the real hands 
who make a business of following the contests. A 
notable achievement in the line of. fixing was 
accomplished by Mr. Austin during his big Fron- 
tier Days’ contest last March. He, single handed, 
caused the quarantine against 35,000 soldiers to 
be lifted so that they could attend his show. An- 
other remarkable feature of the same contest was 
that the contest closed at five o’clock of the af- 
ternoon of March 11, and at six o’clock all con- 
testants had been paid in full and the majority 
of them were on the train bound for the Fat Stock 


Show and Round-Up at Fort Worth, Texas. Mr. 
Austin is arena dirsctor of the Las Vegas Cow- 
boys’ Reunion, which will hold its third annual 
affair July 3, 4, 5 and 6. remerkable growth 
of this reunion is due mainly to Mr, Austin, 


business, and have always handled my con- 
tests in a way that the contestants are sure 
of their winnings a’ contracts, whether I 
win or lose at the g..c: but I think such de- 
posits unnecessary where it is a local organiza- 
tion and the whole town is behind the game, 
such as Pendleton Round-Up, Cheyenne Frontier 
Days, Havre Stampede, St, Jose Rodeo, Asbland 
Round-Up, Philomath Round-Up, Las Vegas 
Cowboys’ Reunion, Prescott Rodeo, and many 
other smaller ones, where the entire towns are 
financially responsible. Regarding the subject 
of judges, by no means am I in favor of the 
contestants having a voice in such. The man- 
agement should select three capable and dis- 
interested men, and the arena director should 
instruct them as to their duty and go thru 
the rules of each event and make sure that 
they thoroly understand the fairness and un- 
fairness of them all. The judges’ decisions 
should always be final, except when it is show 
beyond all doubt that they have shown favor- 
itism. In such cases the arena director should 
use his best judgment and ability in making 
adjustments, Regarding the possibili‘ies of a 
champion bronk rider of the world, there isn't 
much of a chance for such a title or for even 
one contest, for it is more often the horse that 
wins than it is the rider, and a world’s title 
covers a lot of territory; but the boy that is 
most in line for such a title is Bob Anderson, 
having spent a year in Australia riding in 
their poly saddles, and I’m not overestimating 
his ability when I say that he is in a class 
by himself riding in the flat saddle. He also 
spent several months in South America, where 
he rode with the Gochoes, where they use but 


will get the same rules to govern all events 
at all contests alike. I would Mike to say a 
few words about steer roping. In the first 
place, any one who aspires for championship 
honors ought to realize that first of all he 
must have a horse—one that saves the 
game. If he has one of that kind it isn’t go- 
ing to do the horse any good to lope up on a 
steer and then turn off and break the string 
and get time. If any of these contests are 
going to have a steer-roping contest, let them 
have it to rope and tie down. If they can’t 
have that, let them cut out the steer roping 
altogether and put the money into goat roping, 
or some kind in which the public will be in- 
terested. That business of catching a steer 
and having the rope tied on the horn with a 
piece of string is a joke. Why not rope loose 
horses and stop them? It would be more ex- 
citing. Everybody knows the old rules of steer 
tying was catch-as-catch-can. If they can’t 
pull off the real kind, why not put the money 
up for some kind of roping that will get by 
and at the same time make the roper show his 
skill? As I said before, a good steer roper 
realizes that a good horse is most important, 
and no contest manager can expect a boy to 
come a long way to a contest and bring his 
horse unless the prizes‘are large enough to 
warrant it. If these managers would get to- 
gether and get their dates lined up so the boys 
could all club together and go from one to the 
other with their own horses, there would be 
more real contestants with ropes, horses, re- 
lay strings, etc., at all of the contests, and 
their expenses would not he so big. I hope 
these questions will be settled before next 
spring, so all the contests won’t be held on 
the 4th of July. Let the managers of the 
contests get together and do it. Don’t wait 
for some fellow that has a few old ponies 
and a few second-rate people to place with your 
outfit for a guarantee tell you how to do it. 
Give the boys and girls who will come on thetr 
own hook and win on their ability a chance. 
All they ask is that the managers meet them 
half way.”

that Bob is above the average Gocho rider, and, 
as an American cowhand, all the boys in the 
West know his ability as a rider in a stock 
saddle. He has a number of good contests to 
his credit. I don’t believe there will ever be 
a world’s champion bronk rider. Now for the 
questions asked regarding the bucking horse, 
Cyclone. The old horse weighs 1,000 pounds, 
15% hands high, is a jet black, white star In 
forehead, branded 72 on left stifle, is fourteen 
years old. Dick Stanley bought him in the 
Yakima Valley, Washington, in the summer of 
1908. Previous to that he was a well-broken 
saddle horse. I got him in 1911, turned him 
into the old Rodeo Company in 1913, and in 
1915 George Drumheller, of Walla Walla, 
Wash., bought him and is still the proud owner, 
and you will find none of the boys running over 
one another to get above the old bird yet. Last 
year out of ten men that mounted him there 
were ten heads run in the ground. The first 
big contest I attended with an outfit of horses 
and people was Philomath, Ore., June 20, 21 
and 22. Have a nice line-up of people with 
me this season.

When George Leonard, known as Dophie Glue, 
the clown, who was crippled for life by a fall 
in the leaps with the old Sells Bros.’ Show, 
was compelled to submit to a double operation 
at Protestant Hospital in good old Colambus 
town with the hope of prolonging his life, he 
sent for me. He asked that I write showfolk, 
tell them of his condition and circumstances, 
and seek from them financial assistance. Uncle 
Al Ringling, who had always helped Dophie, 
promised to help, but died before he did. I 
received only two responses. ‘“‘Billy’’ Curtis 
passed a paper on the Sells-Floto Circus and 
raised $23. Fred Bradna did the same on the 
Barnum & Bailey Show and got $20.25. When 
these two amounts reached me Dophie was dead, 
and these who gave instructed me to do with 
the money as I saw fit. Dophie Glue was buried 
in Greenlawn in the Richter lot. His funera: 
was as should be for a Prince of Fellows. No 
show person should ever be interred in potter's 
field. The hospital bill was paid. Dr. ‘*‘Jack"’ 
Means, who performed the operation, and his 
brothers, who assisted him, didn’t charge a cent. 
They are troupers’ friends. The Schoedinger boys 
were the undertakers, Their bill footed $160.50. 
W. H. Donaldson, owner of The Billboard, who 
is always to the front with a contribution and 
help when it is needed, sent me postage money 
and slips to mail out seeking the amount neces- 
sary to pay the funeral debt. He also mailed 
to Mrs. Kate Richter, sister of Dophie, a 
check for $25. This $235 I didn’t get, and it 
does not figure in what I have paid the under- 
takers The subscriptions that came to my 
hands follow:

Hit by Small Cyclone at Albion, Pa., 
But Only Slight Damage Is Done 


Albion, Pa., June 29.—Oberfield’s Combined 
show was struck by a “young’’ cyclone here 
yesterday that bade fair to demolish the out- 
at. But thanks to the efficient methods of the 
working crew, under the supervision of George 
Conway, only small damage was done. The big 
top and Kid Show were dropped in time to pre- 
vent serious damage. The cook tent was 
wrecked completely, side poles were snapped 
like toothpicks, and the living tops were badly 
damaged, with the exception of the band tent, 
whieh withstood the storm very well. 

It was a fortunate circumstance that the cy- 
elone struck during the interval between the 
afternoon and evening performances, and none 
of the immense crowd that packed the grounds 
all day was in the tents. An hour later the 
tents would bave been jammed with people, and 
it is impossible to conceive just what might 
have happened. 

The Oberfield Show is carried on fourteen 


large wagons, and has about thirty head of 
stock, including a troupe of trained ponies, In 
addition there is a troupe of dogs. The ten- 


piece band is under the capable leadership of 
Prof. A. A. Whitney. Uncle Arthur Crawford 
is cutting up on his slide trombone. Oliver 
kites, the Mayor of Piedmont, is playing tuba 
and doubling stage in the concert. The funny 
end of the show is well taken care of by those 
well-known producing clowns, Willie Oberfield 
and George Conway. One of the features of 
the big show is the work of Mr. and Mrs. Harry 
Oberficld on the single and double trapeze and 
balancing ladder. A _ recent addition to the 
show is Sam (Spike) Padden, formerly with 
one of the big acts on the Hagenbeck-Wallace 
Show. Viola Oberfield, with two assistants, 
bas charge of reserved seats. Evelyn Oberfield 
has the privileges with the show, and business 
must be good, if one were to judge from the 
smile she wears. The executive staff consists 
of Charles Oberfield, owner and manager; Harry 
Oberfield, legal adjuster; George Conway, boss 
canvasman; Sam Burton, boss hostler; William 
Sagee, with two assistants, in charge of props; 
F. C. Yost, general agent. 

Even the bad weather has not prevented the 
show from doing nicely. Everybody is well and 
happy.—CURLY,

In 1915 and 1916, however, a 
strong reaction was shown; in fact in 1916 we 
had what might be termed a banner year, pos- 
sibly owing to the strong feeling of confidence in 
the ultimate success of the Allies and also owing 
to the great prosperity of the country caused by 
the munition contracts, which have been placed in 
Sherbrooke.

Again About Wartime Fairs 


“If the article of Dr. J. 0. Orr, general man- 
ager of the Canadian National Exhibition, which 
appeared in a recent issue of The Billboard, had 
been read by all secretaries of Fairs in the United 
States there certainly could have been no doubt in 
the mind of any secretary but that the fairs of 
the United States, and especially those that de- 
pend on their support from rural districts, would 
be as successful this year as in former years,”’ 
says E. B. Ralston, secretary of the Virginias 
Fair Cireuit, at Staunton, Va., in addressing an 
article to The Billboard. 

Secretary Ralston continues: “After making a 
thoro investigation of the effect the world’s war 
has had on the Canadian fairs I have yet failed 
to find a single one but that has equaled its 
former success, and, if anything, has had even 
larger exhibits and a greater number in attend- 
ance since the war was declared. For the in- 
formation of other secretaries I quote letters 
from managers of two of the larger fairs in Can- 
ada, as follows: 


“* ‘Saskatoon, Sask., April 14, 1917. 
“0, B. Ralston, Esq., 
“* ‘Staunton, Va. 

“ ‘Dear Sir—Your favor of the 10th inst. to 
hand. 

*“*On August 4, 1914. war was declared with 
Germany. This date happened to be the first day 
of our annual exhibition. Of course, it naturally 
affected the attendance for the remaining days. 

“ “The question of holding our annual exhibi- 
tion in 1915 was seriously discussed by our di- 
rectors, some in favor and othera against the mo- 
tion, but finally it was decided to hold same, 


Under these conditions a little more energy was 


necessary to look after the cattle and stock in- 
tended for exhibition during the period covered by 
our fair. . 

““*"We have, of course, made a feature of 
patriotism and production, having thrown our 
grounds open to soldiers in uniforms, and have, 
on different occasions, granted the use of our 
grounds free to the Government for the purpose of 
training. On the whole, however, we have not 
suffered financially by the war, but have really 
benefited, 

“““If there is any information we can give you 
covering any specific points I shall be only too 
glad to do so,

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WASHBURN SHOWS TO MOVE BY 
RAIL IN NEW ENGLAND STATES 


Contracts Closed by Buck Turner and Larry Boyd 
' With Railroad To Carry Caravan Thru That 
Territory for Thirteen Consecutive 
Weeks--Canadian Dates Canceled 


Thru the unceasing efforts of C. B, (Buck) 
Turner, general manager, and Larry Boyd, gen- 
eral agent, of Washburn’s Mighty Midway 
Shows, contracts have been signed with one of 
the large railroad companies of New Eng- 
land to convey the Washburn Shows thru that 
territory by rail for thirteen consecutive weeks, 
thereby enabling the show to play its entire 
booking in that section, which ends with the 
hartford Fair week of September 3. 

When Mr. Turner was notified several weeks 
ago by the various railroad companies in the 
New England section that an embargo had been 
placed on alk circuses and carnivals this year 
and that it would be utterly impossible for the 
Washburn Shows to play that territory already 
booked by their general agent.

MUSICAL MUSINGS 


By THE MUSE 


“Music hath charms to soothe the savage 
breast,” said Congreve—buit he mentioved in par- 
ticular music—not noise. Get that, you jazzers? 

“*I note in your recent issue a question as to 
what time the audience should stand up when 
America and The Star-Spangled Banner are 
played,” says J. R, E., now a member of the 
U. 8. Signal Corps in Douglas, Ariz. “‘This ix a 
matter which is optional with civilians. ‘Those 
who are in any way familiar with the military 
service know, of course, that soldiers, officers and 
enlisted men, and also sailors and marines, stand 
at attention while The Star-Spangled Banner is 
being played. This is provided for in regulations. 
The Star-Spangled Banner being recognized as 
the National Anthem of the United States the 
quotations given below will explain. As for 
America it is an inspiring hymn, ranking next 
to The Star-Spangled Banner, but there is only 
one National Anthem, 


“I can readily see how the idea has originated 
of standing after the first eight measures have 
been played. In most audiences there will be 
found a number who will rise immediately after 
the air is recognized, that is, during the first 
few notes. Many, however, will not do so. They 
remain seated for a short while, coming up a 
few at a time until, about the time the first 
eight measures have been played, all will be 
standing. 


“‘In connection with the regulation for the army 
bands requiring that the National Anthem‘ be 
played thru without repetition of any part not 
called for by the musical score I am reminded 
of one of the leading shows which I visited a 
number of times last season. One of the features 
was a flag display, accompanied by The Star- 
Spangled Banner. The band was excellent, the 
director one of the best in the business, but un- 
fortunately the arrangement of the acts was such 
that they were compelled to break off the Na- 
tional Athem about the middle and proceed with 
the rest of the show. This left many eoldiers in 
the audience standing at attention in a quandary, 
as the old regulations required them to satute at 
the last note, and in this case the last note was 
never played. 


“Here are the present regulations covering this 
subject: ‘Whenever the National Anthem is 
played at any place when persons belonging to 
the military service are present all officers and 
enlisted men not fn formation shall stand at dt- 
tention, facing toward the music (except at re- 
treat, when they shall face toward the flag). If 
in uniform, covered or uncovered, or in civilian 
clothes, uncovered, they shall salute at the first 
note of the Anthem, retaining the position of 
salute until the last note of the Anthem. If not 
in uniform and covered they shall uncover at the 
first note of the Anthem, holding the head dress 
opposite the left shoulder and so remain until 
its close, except that in inclement weather the 
head dress may be slightly raised. When played 
by an army band the National Anthem shall be 
played thrn without repetition of any part not re- 
quired to be repeated to make it complete. The 
same marks of respect prescribed for observance 
during the playing of the National Anthem of 
the United States shall be shown toward the Na- 
tional Anthem of any other country when played 
upon offictal occasions.’ The ‘retreat’ referred to 
in the first quotation has no connection with 
what the Germans are doing in Europe.

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Sam Gumpertz Declares for the Clean-Up 


in Positive Terms 


As first vice-president of the National Outdoor Show- 
men’s Association I intend to start a campaign against 
the so-called showmen now traveling with carnival com- 
panies whose practice it is to have gambling devices, 
such as roulette, faro bank, crap games, and, in fact, 
everything to get money from their own employees, as 
well as the outsiders the employees can corral into the so- 
called privilege car. This is truly a proper name for the 
car, as I hardly think there is an illegitimate privilege 
that has ever been thought of that can not be seen in the 


‘*privilege car.’’ 


A carnival company usually starts on 


its long tour with four or five good shows and these shows 
are simply stallers for from fifty to one hundred grafters. 
I have seen what many of the carnival companies have 
been coming to in the past four or five years, and it is 
about time that the Governor of each State be informed 
of what goes on when a carnival arrives ina town. I am 
laying this matter before Governor Whitman, with whom 
I am personally acquainted, and I am sure he will be one 
of the first to assist me in taking the matter up with the 
various Governors thruout the United States. If you are 
_a showman, and are on the level with your public and 
yourself, you will not hesitate to give me your opinion on 
what I hope to bring about to make show business thru- 
out the country as clean as we can. I have from the start 
done this with my attractions at Coney. Island. I am not 
a moralist or a prohibitionist, but I have worked hard 
during the greater portion of my lifetime to make a rec- 
ord in show business, and when it comes to using one’s 
brains, energy and bank roll to ‘‘stall’’ for a lot of graft- 
ers that are so-called showmen it is about time the Na- 
tional Outdoor Showmen’s Association took hold. Show- 
men can not get best results when they have grafters in 
opposition. The public is quick to realize and ready to 
reward the man with clean, honest shows. The secretary 
of NOSA has not had the support and co-operation that 
the members pledged him. Many of them have not paid 
their dues, and the organization has been crippled finan- 
cially and thus prevented from taking up this much 
needed work. The president of the organization has two 
men’s work to attend to and can not be expected to de- 
vote any great amount of time to it except during the 


winter months. 


But I intend to take the time. I want to act as vice- 
president of NOSA and with its backing, but that failing 
I shall withdraw from the organization and start an in- 
dependent campaign. I will do this just as soon as I get 
the opinions of the showmen now traveling thruout the 


country with carnival companies on this subject.

ITS INITIAL PRESENTATION 


The Queen of Spades Exhibited in Washington to 
the Visiting Russian Commission, Under the 


National Press 


Club Auspices 


Washington, June 28.—Last night, in the 
grand ballroom of the Hotel Willard, under the 
suspices of the National Press Club, in its re- 
ception to the members of the Special Russian 
Commission to the United States, there was 
shown in premiere presentation the first of a 
series of Russian art film pictures, brought to 
this country under the guidance of Nathan 8. 


Kaplan, under the guard of the new Russian 
republic, and being the first pictures of their 
kind to be shown in America, or in any other 


ccuntry of the world. 

The initial picture, shown last night (there 
being fifty-two in the entire series), was Piko- 
vaya Dama (The Queen of Spades), written by 
Russia's great poet, Pushkin, and the music 
for which was composed by Toiaikowski.

‘The actors in The Queen of Spades 
are all distinguished members of the Russian 
Imperial Theater in Moscow, and their American 
debut may be said to have been most aus- 
picious.

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FIRST NATIONAL EXHIBITORS’ 
CIRCUIT CONVENES IN CHICAGO 


Three-Day Session Held 


at Congress Hotel, With 


President S. L. Rothapfel Presiding—Mgr. 
J. D. Williams Promises Sensa- 
tional Developments 


Chicago, June 30.—With eighteen of its full 
quota of twenty-six members present the First 
National Exhibitors’ Circuit completed the bus- 
iness of its three-day convention this morning. 
These representatives of the country’s most in- 
fluential exhibiting agencies have been in al- 
most continuous secret session ever since Presi- 
dent S, L. Rothapfel, of New York, took up 
the gavel, three days ago, and called the first 
session to order. 

While the general deliberations have been 
shrouded in mystery, imposed under the ad- 
vice of the circuit's manager, J. D. Williams, 
who promises to make full and startling revela- 
tions concerning the accomplishments, early 
next week, rumor has been exceedingly active, 
due to the fact that some of the members have 
had confidential chats with friends during in- 
termissions. In consequence talk is going the 
rounds of s fabulous price to be paid for forth- 
coming Chaplin pictures. 

The organization is, in reality, a centralized 
purchasing agent for American and Canadian 
moving picture owners representing a collective 
buying power of $30,000,000. With this power- 
ful financial backing it aims to secure esuper- 
pictures far above the regular program par. It 

iso aims to supersede the old conception of 
““features,”’ as the tremendous capital makes it 
possible for a producer to develop ideas hitherto 
deemed too expensive to be practical, and the 
circuit is ever ready to give full support to 
meritorious undertakings, without regard to ex- 
pense involved. However, no single manufac- 
turer will be especially favored, as the organ- 
ization aims to get at the best the market af- 
fords, irrespective of the producing agency. 

The collective buying idea, conceived by J. 
D. Williams, was tried out last March, with 
On Trial, an Essanay output, as the favored 
vehicle. It proved foolproof in every respect, 
and the National Circuit is now a factor to be 
reckoned with. 

Twenty-seven exbibitors, each a_ potential 
magnate in his section of the United States or 
Canada, comprise the membership list. The 
percentage of individual representation depends 
upon population and other considerations. Thus 
Illinois is rated at 7 per cent. The Ilinois fac- 
tion pays this portion of the initial purchasing 
rriee, and is permitted unlimited distribution 
in the duly designated territory. 

Seven directors select the pictures to be pur- 
chased, according to the dictates of a ma- 
jority—the decision of five directors being 
deemed the verdict of the organization. From 
tvelve to twenty-four pictures will be pur- 
chased annually. But the number is arbitrary 
depending upon the quality of the pictures and 
conditions in the producing field. J. D. Wil- 
liams explains that the working principles of 
the circuit are borrowed from the way in which 
films are handled in Australia. 

The reason for seerecy surrounding the pres- 
ent deliberations is found in the fact that the 
organization is new considering the acquisition 
of a world-known star at the head of his own 
company and a premature announcement would 
spoil the arrangements attending «a properly 
conducted publicity campaign. Also some de- 
tails of a major purchase are not settled as 
yet, and “‘letting the cat out of the bag’’ may 
-o~re to interrupt negotiations. 

Aaron Jones, of the Jones, Linick & Schaefer 
forces, re-enforced by Nate Ascher, is the “big 
‘ev’ of the circuit in the Illinois territory. 
Recently it has been noted that Jones, Linick 
& Schaefer have modified other fields of their 
seneral activity, and this is generally attributed 
to the fact that Aaron Jones has set out to be- 
come a film factor of first magnitude. 

The nine absent directors have proxied their 
interests with those present, so that the gen- 
eral body is in a position to take action af- 
fecting predominating manufacturers, stars and 
exhibitors without delay. With this as a 
background Williams’ ‘‘great surprise’’ predic- 
tion gives substance to the rumor linking the 
name of Chaplin with the circuit.

UNIVERSAL TO TEST ITS RIGHTS 


Suit for damages having been instituted against the Universal Film 
Manufacturing Co. by Mrs. Grace Humiston, the New York woman law- 
yer, who was responsible for the finding of the body of Ruth Cruger, the 
Universal company has issued a statement to the press in which it an- 
nounces its intention to fight the issue to determine the right of motion 
picture companies to compete with newspapers in the publication of 
news or photographs of people in the public light. 


The statement is 


“This company is placed in a bad light in the stories published 
about Mrs. Grace Humiston’s suit for alleged damages due to our dis- 
playing moving pictures of her in our ‘Animated Weekly.’ While we will, 
of course, answer in the proper legal manner thru the courts, still we do 
not feel that we should stand accused in the meantime of holding Mrs. 
Humiston or any other woman up to ridicule and contempt, as she a!- 


“In common with all other appreciative citizens we realize the great 
good that Mrs. Humiston has accomplished for the community in the 
Ruth Cruger case, and it was because we believed her achievement wor- 
thy of national as well as local recognition that we took a moving pic- 
ture of her while she was in a public street in front of Cocchi’s shop. 

“The very title of the picture (‘The Woman Who Succeeded Where 
the Police Failed’) was but a reflection of the praise that had been given 
her by the newspapers—the same newspapers which had published pic- 
tures of Mrs. Humiston without being sued for damages or being accused 
of holding her up to contempt or ridicule. 

“The picture itself shows that Mrs. Humiston must have been will- 
ing to be photographed, for she smiles and bows into the lens of the 
camera. . A whole battery of cameras was leveled at Mrs. Humiston, as 
she must recall, but it so happened that ours was the only moving pic- 
How she can seek to make a distinction be- 
tween a photograph taken with an ordinary camera and a succession of 
pictures taken by a moving picture camera, or how the one holds her up 
to public ridicule any more or any less than the other we cannot see. 

“As for the public, the fact that it applauded most vigorously when 
Mrs. Humiston’s picture was flashed upon the screen at the Broadway 
Theater night after night seems to prove that the people viewed it with 
the exact opposite of ridicule or contempt. 

“We cannot afford to withdraw the picture and drop the case be- 
cause it is vital to establish once for all the right of a moving picture 
newspaper or magazine to publish pictures of current events and all per- 
sons who figure therein and who are, therefore, the subject of public in- 
terest.

Los Angeles, June 30.—-The City Council last 
week held up the appeal of certain residents 
that the Fox Film Company's plant be moved 
from its present location in the Hollywood dis- 
trict. President Judah, of the Merchants anil 
Manufacturers’ Association, was present to urge 
the Council net to take any drastic action.

$125,000 a month for supplies and wages.”’

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CHICAGO PATHE EXCHANGE 
Aimost Entirely Wiped Out by Fire 


chicago, July 2.—Fire, following upon an ex- 
plsion in the film vaults, and believed to be 
of endiary origin, completely wiped out most 
of (ne beautifully equipped Pathe film exchange 
offices, occupying half of the fourth floor of the 
Consumers’ Building, early yesterday morning. 

Griever & Herz film distributing offices and the 
Universal film exchange poster department, lo- 
cated on the same floor, miraculously escaped the 
fire, but suffered damages from the water. The 
Baltimore Building, adjoining, was damaged to 
the extent of $50,000. Trouble with the motion 
picture operators’ union, which fomented a 
strike of the Pathe inspectors two weeks ago, 
is being investigated by the police as the pos- 
sible cause. 

Local theater managers speak of threatening 
letters received exhorting unionizing of packers 
and inspectors attached to films rented. 

The extent of the damage to the Pathe ex- 
change is not definitely known, as some valuable 
colored foreign films were stored in the three 
vaults destroyed. Estimates give the damage 
as being about $500,000.

THE DRYDALE TRAGEDY 
By JAY KAY 


Drydale is the little burg across the 2 is- 
souri River from Leavenworth, whose sole -x- 
cuse for existence is its ability and willing- 
ness to alleviate the torrid thirst with whicn 
Leavenworthians have been afflicted ever since 
the passage of the Kansas bone-dry law. Thither 
the thirsty have been wont to wend their way— 
some in auots, the majority on foot. Saturday, 
June 23, was particularly hot and oppressive, 
and, as a consequence, the evening pilgrimage 
to the one oasis within twenty-five miles was 
unusually large. Now it so happens that the 
entire male contingency of the Parker oflicos 
was raised upon the bottle. and nore, as

EXPRESSIONS ON PUBLIC DE- 
FENDER 


From Two Prominent Men 


Hon. Harry -L. Eskew, Commissioner of the 
Department of Food end Dregs of the State 
Capitol in Nashville, who is prominently known 
and who bas had varied experience in the courts 
of his State in the enforcement of the laws of 
his department, states: 

“Having had a great deal of experience in 
my werk as Food and Drugs Commissicner of 
Tennessee In court rooms, I am heartily in favor 
of what might be termed a public defender. It 
is an every day occurrence in the average court 
room to see some unfortunate brought before 
eourts for trial who has absolutely no 
means of procuring a reliable attorney and who 
has net even a reputation of sufficient good char- 
acter that would arouse the sympathy of an 
attorney of merit to even offer bis assistance 
frou a charitable standpoint. In this event the 
law defines that the State must supply the cul- 
prit with counsel. Due to above facts, the 
supplied is either an inexperienced 
youth who is willing to take the case for the 
experience offered, or the accused is offered the 
services of en attorney who is not making a 
success in life from any angle, and whose only 
means of liveliheod are obtaining these sort of 
cases. In observing these conditions I have 
failed to see anything equal in the procedure. 
Against this array of legal talent for the de- 
fense, as outlined above, there is the prose- 
cuting attorney for the State or county, who is 
generally a man well versed in law and with a 
reputation that would have a great deal of 
weight with judge and jury. Added to this able 
talent there is an attorney employed by the 
prose@utor, who Is able in every respect. When 
ne stops to compare the battle line, as thus 
portrayed, it makes one shudder to think what 
little opportunity the defendant has to show 
that he might be justified in his crime, or, even 
If not justified, to say the least, he has not the 
legal talent behind him that might be able to 
convince the jury and judge that he was the 
victim of circumstances and surroundings, and 
tive him an opportunity to reform. I firmly 
believe that a public defender is essential; that 
no matter what the defendant's standing in life 
might have been he is entitled to as much con- 
siderntion from a legal standpoint as the rich 
man, who is in position to procure the best 
legal talent. It is not an unusual occurrence 
fn the court room to see one of these derelicts 
‘f humanity deliberately plead guilty and rely 
pen the mercy of the court rather than face 
trial under these conditions. He knows full 
well that he is handicapped and that he can 
expect nothing when the verdict is rendered. 

There is no question in my mind but what 
many a person has been unduly prosecuted in 
the courts of not only this State, but practically 
every other State, because he was unable to 
employ capable defense. Would it not have 
heen better to have given him a fair chance, 
ond then, if found guilty, I believe that he 
would commence serving his sentence with a 
fur better feeling toward mankind—realizing 
he had been given a fair show. If found guilty, 
if there was a spark of manhood left, IT am 
sure that he would feel that he owed it to 
civilization to improve his future, hecause he 
ane been given a helping hard in his hour of

Representatives of Fund To 


Contest Decision of Probate 
Court of Zanesville in 
Case of John Hoge 


Columbus, 0., July 2.—Hollis E. Cooley, of 


New York, trustee of the Actors’ Fund of Amer- 
ica, was here today making preparations to 
contest the decision of last week of the Probate 
Court of Zanesville in refusing to turn over 
the fund of $600,000 worth of property in New 
York, willed to it by John Hoge, multimillion- 
aire of Zanesville. 

Probate Judge H. C. Smith refused to admit 
to probate this codicil in the will on the 
ground that Mr. Hoge was of unsound mind 
when the codicil was drawn on December 9, 
1916, The remainder of the will was probated. 

The opening gun in the case will be fired 
at Zanesville Tuesday, when the trustees will 
tile an appeal from the decision of the Probate 
Court. 

“We will carry this fight to the Supreme 
Court of the United States,’’ said Mr. Cooley. 
“It is the most absurd thing that we ever heard 
«a. 

Accompanying Mr. Cooley were Mortimer Fish- 
el, general counsel for the Actors’ Fund, and 
Robert Thorne, who represents the New York 
Museum of Art, to which Mr. Hoge left $1,100,- 
000, 

While in Columbus Mr. Cooley conferred with 
Al G. Field and Gus Sun, both trustees of the 
Actors’ Fund, and a plan of procedure was ar- 
ranged. They have retained as counsel in the 
case some of the best legal talent in the State, 
among them being ex-Governor Judson Harmon 
and George Hoadley, of Cincinnati, and Stanley 
J. Crew, of Zanesville. 

Mr. Cooley is very optimistic over the out- 
come of the contest, as he states that evidence 
in the hands of the actors will clear their title 
beyond any doubt.

no cognizance of anything unless it affected 
the general conditions. In the event of a 
lockout, such as the theater managers threaten, 
the American Federation of Musi¢tans, no 

doubt, would go into the matter. 

Whether or not the union stage hands would 
throw their sympatby with the musicians in 
the event of a lockout of union musicians in 
Greater New York is another question into 
which the managers have not delved. It is not 
at all improbable that if the musicians etick 
to their present demands practically every 
theater in New York, that is, those which 
charge an admission of more than % cents. 
will declare a lockout against the union, and 
either employ nonunion musicians or depend 
entirely upon the services of a piano player 
where music is necessary. 

Immediately following the conclusion of the 
musicians’ annual meeting this week Prest- 
dent Porter intimated to The Billboard the 
various theater managements will be notified 
of whatever new demands are to be made. The 
tentative new scale, he said, is not irrevocable 
and it is not impossible that further changes 
may be made before next Thursday.

WILLIAM WINTER, DEAN OF CRIT- 
ICS, PASSES AWAY AT NEW 
YORK HOME

fame and reputation were best known. Mr. 
Winter was born in Gloucester, Mass., July 15, 
1836, the son of a sturdy sea captain, from 
whom he always said be inherited his leve 
of romance. He was educated in the schools 
ef Gloucester and Boston, and was graduated 
from the Harvard Law School and admitted to 
the bar. But he rejected his first law case 
and turned to literary work, in which he had 
dabbled since aq child, 

In 1854 he published his first dramatic critt- 
cism, and continued to write almost continu- 
ously of the acting art until his death. He 
came to New York in 1861 and obtained a po- 
sition as critic on a publication called The 
Albion. 

In 1865 he became dramatic critic of The 
Tribune, under Horace Greeley, and continued 
in constant service on that newspaper unttl 
19%. Since then he had been engaged in re- 
vising and republishing his writings In eleven 
octavo volumes, besides which he produced a 


life of Richard Mansfield in two volumes. These 
do not inelude many valuable books, ameng 
which is gq biography of Edwin Booth, who 


was his stanchest friend, 

In March, 1916, Mr. Winter was the re- 
cipient of a remarkable testimonial at the 
Century Theater, tendered by the members of 
the dramatic profession. It came as a result 
of a memorial signed by the President of the 
United States and the foremost men and women 
in every field of art, requesting that he accept, 


in celebration of the eightieth anniversary of 
his birth, the tribute in recognition of the 


service he had rendered to American literature, 
especially to the American stage. 


Since that time Mr. Winter, whose frail, 
slight figure snd finely chiseled features, sur- 
mounted by a great shock of snow-white hair. 


had been a familiar sight at the plays, ws 
seen less and less at the theaters. Last sea 
son he searcely attended the theater at all. 
Mr. Winter resented being called a re 
actionary, but he was wholly out of sympathy 
with latter-day propaganda drama and 
dealing with social and sexual prodlems. He 
refused to regard the theater as a 
but as an art capable of the most far-reaching 
intellectual and social influence.

be the most eminent American authority om 
the subject. 

During his long service as critic Mr. Winter

OLD FAVORITES REVIVED

paying, failed to attain much popularity. Now 
that the singers are not swayed by financial 
considerations, many of them are reverting to 
songs of a few seasons ago, which they liked 
but never got a chance to use. Most of these 
numbers are not ‘‘classics,’’ but popular songs 
which contain that ‘‘something’? which makes 
them as available now as they were when first 
published. Some firms are being forced to fe- 
print numbers which they thought were long 
since out of the running. Incidentally some 
writers are regretting that they ‘‘sold out’’ the 
rights on numbers that they thought had en- 
joyed their full measure of sales,

der, but in those days instrumentals frequently 
attained as much success as did popular songs. 


1905 was a mighty big year for all kinds of 
popular music. The bundle reveals instrumentals 
and songs enjoying joint popularity for Remick, 
at the time when the name was gradually becom- 
ing divorced from that of the Whitney-Warner 
concern, Which it had absorbed. Williams & 
Van Alstyne’s Why Don’t Ye~ Try was the first 
sugcessful experiment in making a popular hit 
of a number originally intended for a production 
some time after its production use. Neil Moret’s 
Silver Heels, on the strength of what Hiawatha 
had done, proved a breadwinner for the same 
firm during that year in the instrumental ranks. 
At that time Stern’s Everybody Works But 
Father swept the country like a cyclone because 
its music precisely fitted a dancing craze. Theo- 
dore Morse was in the limelight with his Cozy 
Corner song (Haviland), and Fred Fischer had 
bis biggest hit since Every Little Bit Helps in 
If the Man in the Moon Were a Coon (Rossiter). 


You can’t blame the publishers for working so 
hard now In the production field when the splen- 
did things accomplished in 1905 are recalled. 
Then George M. Cohan had several solid hits in 
45 Minutes From Broadway (Mills), Chas. K. 
Harris published the numbers in the La Salle 
Opera House success, The Isle of Bong Bong, and 
Harms had How’d You Like To Spoon With Me, 
in The Earl and the Girl. The only title page of 
exceptional merit was found on Isle of Bong 
Bong. The same style was used for years on all 
the Adams, Hough & Howard numbers,  In- 
strumentals were now a dead issue. 


1906 was another bie year for George M. Cohan. 
Those who recall Ethel Levey’s Virginia Song 
and You’re a Grand Old Flag, both from George 
Washington, Jr., know the reason, and wonder 
why this play is not revived in these times, when

be appreciated. The La Salle Stock Company, 
under Mort H. Singer’s direction, had another hit 
in The Time, the Place and the Girl. Vesta Vic- 
toria brought over her phenomenal Waiting at 
the Church, from English music halls. The ex- 
periment of putting a single song in a serious 
play was tried out by Rida Johnson Young and 
M. Melville Ellis, using When Love Is Young, 
in Brown of Harvard. It proved a big money- 
maker for M, Witmark & Sons. This same firm 
had A Lemon in the Garden of Love, sung by 
Richard Carle, in The Spring Chicken, which also 
proved a big hit. During the same season Wil- 
liams and Van Alstyne wrote Cheyenne for 
Remick, which started a long series of cowboy 
songs. Everybody Gives Me Good Advice brought 
Al Bryan and Kenis and Paley to the front for 
this firm. Then Bob Adams was at the height of 
a successful career, having supplied Not Because 
Your Hair Is Curly for Victor Kremer (no longer 
in business). 


During 1907 I'm Afraid To Come Home in the 
Dark, another Williams and Van Alystyne bit, 
was the accepted entertainer’s song. In 1908 
Herbert Ingraham reached the zenith of his ca- 
reer witi Roses. Oh, Miss Malinda brought Will 
Rossiter into the limelight. Havana was a suc- 
cessful production for Chappell. 

1909 witnessed Cohan & Harris’ brief career 
as music publishers. By the Light of the Silvery 
Moon (taken over by Remick from Gus Edwards) 
and Grand Baby or Baby Grand (Rossiter) were 
big hits. Tell Taylor started ‘‘nut’? songs of the 
“nearly” type with Jim Breen. O. Henry, the 
short story writer, took a fling at the musical 
comedy game with Franklin P. Adams, the 
humorist, preparing Lo, which was produced by 
Harry Askin and published by Harris. During 
this year Meet Me Tonight in Dreamland, which 
Rossiter took over from Leo Friedman, the com- 
poser-publisher, proved a universal hit. 

The outstanding feature of 1910 was the 
manner in which Every Little Movement, origin- 
ally introduced in Madam Sherry, spread all over 
the world. In Germany it was issued with a dig- 
nified ballad lyric, entitled In der Liebeslaube, 
because it was thought that European audiences 
would not take to the peculiar words as original- 
ly written. Richards and (Morse wrote To Arms, 
To Arms (There’s a Ring Around the Moon), 
which the police suppressed in some places. The 
Gaby Glide (Shapiro) brought Gaby Deslys to the 
music counters, 

1911 was the year that stamped Irving Berlin 
as a “‘regular.”’ with Alexander’s Ragtime Band 
(Snyder). During the same year The Undertaker 
Man was published after Harold Rossiter broke 
away from his brother, Will, and issued music

Let Me Know a Day Before on her’ American 
tour (Thompson imprint). In 1912 Al Jolson 
blossomed forth as a song writer, taking credit 
for the words of My Sumurun Girl (Shapiro-Bern- 
stein). Then Waiting for the Robert E, Lee 
(Mills) brought first fame to L. Wolfe Gilbert 
and Lewis F. Muir. 


1913 saw publishing at high tide, nearly every 
New York concern claiming hits. Henry Water- 
son had just conceived of his daring exploit to 
put several promising writers in business under 
their own imprint, while he retained general con- 
trol. Most of these concerns have disappeared 
or were consolidated since. Shapiro-Bernstein, 
after exceptional success with Harry Carroll's 
Trail of the Lonesome Pine, put out Let’s All Go 
Around to Mary Ann’s, which the Chicago police 
censor stopped. 

Songs suggested by titles of plays and moving 
pictures have been issued frequently in recent 
years, some of them meeting with no small 
measure of success. Various dance crazes have 
been incorporated, followed by the Hawaiian 
type. But these are so familiar to the average 
reader that there is no need of mentioning them. 

This is the story the bundle of music told. Had 
it been larger the tale would be longer. Undoubt- 
edly many interesting events are not included, 
but it may not be amiss to point to a few facts 
gathered according to one person’s interest in the 
everchanging popular market. It is only by 
learning the lessons of the past that one can 
determine what is likely to occur in the future.
